OLD FERRYBOAT SERVES AS SCHOOL IN NEW YORK 


DELAYED TRAINS HERE 


Pro minent 
Men, 
Including 
Po stmaster General, 
Amo ng Injured 


Traffic over the New York Division 
of the Pennsy lvania Railroad was con­ 
siderably delay ed early this morning 
by a wreck which occurred near the 
Manhattan Transfer on 
the Jersey 
meadow. 
Trains going west were late 
in leaving Bristol, some as much as 
three hours. 
'Scores of persons, including Post­ 
master General Will H. Hay s, were in­ 
jured when the midnight express on 
the Pennsy lvania Railroad for Wash­ 
ington crashed into the rear end of a 
local train near the Manhattan T ra ns ­ 
fer. 
Rush D. Simmons, chief post- 
office inspector, sustained severe in­ 
juries. 
Hay s suffered from shock and 
« trained muscles, according 
to 
his 
phy sicians. 
The collision occurred while a dense 
fog hung over the meadows. 
It was feared some of the passen­ 
gers on the express suffered fractured 
skulls. 
Hay « w;is taken hack to tlie Waldorf 
Astoria Hotel, New York, where he 
was treated by an a.steopath, who de­ 
clared there were no bones broken but 
that the postmaster general had sus­ 
tained a very severe shock and that 
his muscles were badly strained. 
Dr. Lee H. Frankel, vice president 
of the Metropolitan 
Life 
Insurance 
Company , also suffered from shock. 
“1 am afraid the collision may be 
worse than appears just now”, Hay s 
said. 
“1 am afraid Chief Inspector 
Simmons may L&\° been badly hurt 
He was being attended by a surgeon 
at the Mon hat tan Transfer 
when 1 
left the scene of the wreck. 
"I was just dozing off when about a 
half-mile 
this 
side of the transfer 
point the train gave a jolt and we 
heard 
the 
crashing 
of 
something 
ahead. 
1 was thrown from my berth 
and landed rather heavily 
on 
the 
floor of the car. 
Others in berths 
around me were thrown to the floor. 
The lights in the car went out for 
a moment and then went on again. 
We picked ourselves up and started 
toward the doors. 
We saw that the 
express had struck the read end of 
a train ahead. 
The local train had 
stopped near the transfer and in the 
fog had not 
been observed hy the 
engineer of our train.”

Down through Croy don, Andalusia, 
Bensaleni and other towns and dis­ 
tricts, many wells are dry . The small­ 
er streams are in many cases merely 
.trickling rivulelh and some have even 
dried up entirely . Farmers say that 
they are being put to it to get sufTi 
‘ lent water for their cattle and other 
live stock. 
The scarcity of water appears to be 
most marked in the Croy don district 
and the Bensaleni section. 
In the middle of Bucks County the 
scarcity of water has also been felt. 
In Danboro, w'eils are dry ing up and 
so are some of the small streams.
